Bob defeated teammate Wil- 
bur C. (Kay) Kaiser, ’50, for the 
singles titles. He then teamed 
with William M. Harper, ’50, to 
take also the doubles champion- 
ship for the third straight year. 
Ferdinand Jacobs, ’50, and Kay 
Kaiser gave Spurrier and Harper 
a heated battle in the doubles 
finals to win runnerup honors. 
This is the ninth straight time 
that Presbyterian College has 
copped the state title in tennis. 

Bob is a native of Charlotte, 
North Carolina. He entered 
Presbyterian College in the fall 
of 1942, and the following spring 
entered the services of his 
country. However, he returned 
to P. C. in 1946 and was an out- 
standing member of the student 
body until his graduation in 
May. 

Not only has he won distinc- 
tion on the tennis courts as an 
outstanding player and acting 
coach for this year’s tennis team 
but he has also been a leader in 
various organizations on the 
campus. He is past president 
of Pi Kappa Phi fraternity and 
this past spring he was given 
membership into Blue Key, 
national leadership fraternity. 

Recently Bob was appointed 
Supervisor of all Charlotte ten- 
nis courts by the Park and Rec- 
reation Commission where much 
of his time will be taken up in 
teaching.

Progressing 


Amid the heat and hustle of summer quarter 
classes, P. C.’s campus is getting ready for her 
fall debut. A great amount of time and energy 
have been spent successfully in a program of re- 
modeling and in the purchase of new equipment. 
Hence, Presbyterian College will soon be ready 
to greet her fall influx of students. 

A good job of face-lifting has been done on 
Spencer Hall which is undergoing major operations 
on every floor. The building is being relathed 
(with fireproof lath), replastered, rewired and re- 
piped throughout, and it is rumored that there will 
be new furniture and steel stair steps to complete 
the new ultra effect. 

Previous Smyth residents will be glad to know 
that a good drainage system has been given the 
road in the Smyth and Adair Street area. Five 
catch basins with terra cotta drainage tile have 
been built, and the road leading behind Smyth and 
past Vetville has been paved. 

The Athletic Office has been completely re- 
modeled with green tile floors, green leather back 
chairs, and new rubber desk mats. The walls are 
to get a new coat of paint to fit in with the green 
motif soon. A number of additional cabinets have 
been constructed throughout the gymnasium to 
facilitate storage and two hundred new seats were 
bought to replace unsteady ones in the gym and the 
chapel. A great deal of this work was done by col- 
lege students. 

One of the greatest improvements to the Ath- 
letic Department is the purchase of an intramural 
athletic field which adjoins the baseball field. 

Judd Dining Hall was dressed up by receiving 
a new floor of block linotile; the color scheme is 
alternating new sienna and ivy green, both of 
marble effect. The traffic lanes have a covering of 
maroon rubber mats to prevent spot wearing. Also 
to prevent damage to the new floors, all chairs have 
had steel gliders attached to the legs. The Dining 
Hall department also has a new pick-up truck. 

__ Installation of a new gas system has been com- 
pleted in the Science Hall. The biology laboratory 
is being remodeled, has a new anatomical model, 
and new fluorescent lights, one for every student. 
The lights are so arranged that they give good

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illumination and provide the best light for micro- 
scopic work, making it easier to detect the true 
colors and details of the specimens. New drains 
are going to be put in the chemistry desk sinks and 
the desks recovered in the organic chemistry lab. 
All laboratories on the second floor have been 
given a fresh coat of paint. 

Campus trees have had their annual physical 
check-up by tree experts imported from North 
Carolina. Dead limbs were removed and dense 
foliage cut out in order to allow more spacious 
and healthy growth. Approximately one-hundred 
new azaleas have been put out on the campus at 
intervals around the Library Building, Neville 
Hall, and the Science Hall.

DR. WALLACE

Dr. William Robert Wallace, prominent Chester 
physician and former president of the South Caro- 
lina Medical association, received the Gold “P” 
alumni award at the Presbyterian College com- 
mencement exercises on May 30. The award is 
given annually to the alumnus who has made out- 
standing progress and achievement in his chosen 
profession. 

Entering Presbyterian in 1899 as a freshman 
and being graduated in the class of 1903, Dr. Wal- 
lace has maintained a close interest in the college 
for the past 50 years. He is a member of the board 
of trustees, serving as vice chairman.
